Insects on Trees: 

It’s time to keep an eye on 
your trees for signs of insects 
attacking them. Control is good 
with insecticides such as Mala- 
thion, Dieldrin, Heptachior, etc. 
Be prepared ‘to spray-your trees 
as soon as you see signs of dam- 
age. 


Weed Control: 

We are into the weed season 
now. If you haven’t already done 
so, look your fields over to see if 
you need to spray. Remember 
that the drier it is the more harm 
weeds do to the crop. Most an- 
nual weeds can be controlled 
with 2,4-D or M.C.P.A. Thistle 
may require’ a second spraying 
later on. Such weeds as Toad 
Flax and Leafy Spurge are easi- 
est to handle with soil sterilants 
such as D.B. Granular or Poly- 
bor Chlorate if they are in small 
patches. Larger areas are too ex- 
pensive to use chemical on and 
must be kept black by cultiva- 
tion. 


How’s the Hay Crop? 

In many cases hay is going to 
be very scarce this year. If yours 
looks bad it: is time to think 
about seeding greenfeed to pro- 
vide roughage for next winter. 
Pastures are. also short and: it 


may be necessary.to seed..a cover, 


crop of Oats or a mixture of 


and Fall Rye in order to correct |, 


this situation. Eagle Oats have 
given the best 
greenfeed a pasture in experi- 


ments carried out in the past.

BARBECUING 
CHICKEN 


Does the man in your home be- 
long to the order of the blistered 
finger? Then chances are he'll be 
indulging in the manly art of out- 
door cooking on Father's Day. It 
is astonishing how garden harbe- 
cues have sprouted in backyards 
from one end of the country to 
the other. In talking with these 
heros of the firey pit one frequent- 
ly finds a lack of variety in the 
products they turn out. Dorothy 
Batcheller of the Poultry Products 
Institute pointed out recently that 
in spite of the ease with which 
chicken can be broiled on the open 
barbecue or roasted on a, revolving 
spit, many amateur chefs have 
never tried to do it. Here are the 
fundamental steps for father, the 
non-father or the about-to-be-fa- 
ther to turn out chicken that is 
a real treat. 


1. Have fire burned down to a 
bed of hot coals. Flames scorch: 
hot coals brown to a golden lus- 
ciousness. 


2. Dip chicken halves or pieces 
into melted butter, French or 
Italian dressing or a vinegar-but- 
ter mixture in the proportion of 
hal fas much butter and water as 
vinegar, and salt added to taste. 


3. Place chicken’ skin side 
AWAY from the heat to start 
with. Turn and baste with addi- 
tional butter ox sauce every five 
to 10 minutes, Frequent turning 
and basting prevents too quick 


4. Allow about an hour to an 
hour and a half for good sized 2 
to 2% pound chicken. Chicken is 
done when hip joint moves easily 
when leg is twisted. 


5. Serve hot to hungry family 
and friends. Jelly or cranberry 
sauce, rolls and cabbage, potato 
or tossed salad round out a satis- 
fying main course, Or if a mini- 
mum of washing up is desired, 
serve Saratoga potato chips, finger 
relishes, such as. celery, radishes, 
green onions, etc., rolls and sweet 
cucumber pickles.

| Co-ops 
marching ahead 


The total of retail sales made 
by consumer co-operatives in Man- 
itoba and Saskatchewan increased 
11.15 percent during 1958, a rate 
considerably higher than realized 
in the' general retail field. 


This was indicated by figures re- 
leased by Federated Co-operatives 


of 441 consumer co-operatives in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan reach- 
ed $90,416,000 last year, to account 
for 5.5 percent of the combined 
total retail sales of the two prov- 
inces. The net savings accruing to 
members of the co-operatives on 
1958 business increased by $1,562,- 
000 over savings in 1957. 

The 1958 co-op retail sales xe 
calculated to be 11\15 percent over 
1957 sales. During the same year, 
the total business transacted by 
all retailers in the two provinces 
increased by 4.84 percent. 

It was also reported that the 
number. of co-operatives paying 
out patronage refunds in cash also 
increased, and that a total of over 
$2,200,000 was paid out by the as- 
sociations to their. members for 
1958. =

TRAVEL TIPS—On Packing 


Packing tricks I have learned 
over many years of hopping about 
by plane, train or road, may not 
meet with the approval of many 
travel ‘‘experts” but they save a 
lot of wear and tear on me and 
my clothes. 

A dyed-in-the-wool “one suit- 
case” gal, I think all those cute 
travel-kits for cosmetics, manicure 
materials, sewing equipment and 
washing supplies are a waste of 
time, space and money. Travel kits 
always contain things you don’t 
want and leave no room for cthers 
that you do want. , 


I never use the hangers that are 
fitted into the lids of luggage. I 
think they crease things too much, 
I like my dresses to lie flat,. folded 
over once at the waist. 

My recipe for easy and efficient 
packing calls for one medium sized 
suitcase and lots and lots of plas- 
tic bags and jars. Practically 
everything except the dresses go 
into transparent polythene bags. 
(Usually the names of the vege- 
tables that came in them have 
been scrubbed off.) Anyway there 
are bags for nylons,, gloves, shoes, 
lingerie and jewelry.

During the winter Earl and Ole 
made a trip out to the pens three 
times each week, to feed the birds. 
They were fed wheat only and 
ate snow for water. Judging by 


‘ the appearance of the flock now, 


this diet was about as beneficial 
as possible. 

Presently there are settings of 
eggs being released to district 
farmers. It is estimated that a to- 
tal of 10 settings of 20 eggs each 


_ will be possible. 


The farmers. who have offered 
to take the settings, will release 
the birds after they are full grown. 
The idea is to release about six 
hens for every cock bird. Any 
male pheasants over this ratio 
may be retained by the farmer 
for his own disposition. 

This program will hasten the 
increase in the pheasant popula- 
tion. Since pheasants are not like- 
ly to stray from their home dis- 
trict, it is expected that a three- 
year program should provide 
enough birds to be able to have a 
hunting season for male pheasants.

From Edmonton

EDMONTON—The big race is 
all but over now. 

And it won’t be long until Al- 
bertans will have made their de- 
cision known — whether they’ll 
go along with Premier Manning’s 
Social Credit government for a 
seventh term, or swing their sup- 
port behind Liberals, Conserva- 
tives or CCF. 

We'll steer clear of the politi- 
cal issues this week, because it 
will be election day before this 
piece appears in some. areas. 
You’ve probably heard enough 
political’talk in the last few 
weeks anyhow. 

Thanks to one of the biggest 
co-operative newsgathering ef- 
forts ever carried out in Alberta, 
residents of the province will 
learn the election results in re- 
cord time this year, 

The- Canadian Press, daily 
newspapers in the cities, radio 
stations and Alberta Govern- 
ment Telephones are teaming up 
to get the voting results to the 
public in the shortest possible 
time. 

As a result, citizens of Alberta 
should know which party has 
been elected within little more 
than an hour after the polls-close 
at 8 p.m. on election day. 

Returning officers in all rid- 
ings have been instructed by 


. Raymond Crevolin, clerk of the 


executive council and chief elec- 
toral officer, to co-operate with 
newsgathering media in getting 
the results out as quickly as 
possible. 

The job will be easier this 
time, mostly due to a change in 
the voting system. With the 
abandonment of proportional 
representation and the single 
transferable ballot, deputy re- 
turning officers will be able to 
get their ballots counted in a 
much shorter time. 

The DROs will relay the word 
to returning officers, who have 
been asked to relay it immed- 
iately to The Canadian Press or 
to the newspaper responsible for 
collection the results in his a 
ticular area. 

Election officials are sont: 
dent DROs will be able ‘to have 
their ballots counted within less 
than an hour after the polls close, 
especially if it is a light vote as 
indicated by the widespread lack 
of interest in the election. 

In the cities, reporters will be 
on duty in returning officers’ 
headquarters, to flash poll-by- 
poll results to city newsrooms 
as they are phoned in by deputy 
returning officers. 

To illustrate how efficient the 
newsgathering machinery has 
become, political parties used to 
place scrutineers at as many 
polls as possible, have them 
phone in to party headquarters, 
and have a staff on hand to post 
the results on blackboard. 

But for the last couple of elec- 
tions, the political parties have 
discovered they can get the re- 
sults faster by listening to the 
radio. Some of them are inclined 
to take it for granted, not realiz- 
ing the weeks of planning and 
the co-ordinated teamwork that 
goes into covering an election. 

A word or two about the new 
voting system: 

The thing to remember when 
you go to the polling booth is 
that you must mark an X—one 
X only—beside the name of the 
candidate of your choice. If you 
put anything else on the ballot, 
it is spoiled and you lose your 
vote. 

Some students of election pro- 

cedure think the Alberta govern- 
ment made a mistake when it 
threw out the proportional rep- 
resentation and_ transferrable 
ballot systems of voting. 
. They say PR and the trans- 
ferrable ballot are the fairest 
systems, because they allow vot- 
ers to exercise second and sub- 
sequent choices. And as the 1955 
election  illustrated,. alternate 
choices can change the result 
radically after the first. count. 


But .the advantage of. the’ 


simple X system is, its ease. The 
federal government and nearly 


all the municipalities use it. It, 


simplifies the procedure for: the 
voter, and lessens the chance of 
ballots being spoiled. « 

On the other hand, some say, 
_it works to the advantage.of the 
party in power. Under the X 
system, the government-support- 
ed. candidate often ‘wins with 
much less than a clear majority, 
because the majority vote is split 
among two or: more opposition 
candidates. Transferrable bal- 
lots in such cases can often elect 
the candidate who truly has the 
greatest public support.

A Second Look at Farm 


Cash Income in 1958 


Generalizations can be mis- |. 


leading. That is why the 1958 
Cash Income figures for all Can- 
ada, released recently and given 
some prominence, may give the 
wrong impression so far as ‘they 
relate to the prairie grain farm- 
er. On the surface, the fact that 
the cash income ofall Canadian 
farmers is some 8 per cent above 
that of 1957, and. very close to 
the record of 2.9 billion dollars 
reached in 1952, sounds very en- 
couraging and to some extent it 
is. 

In Western Canada, however, 
with little difference as between 
the ‘three Prairie Provinces, that 


portion of the 1958 cash income} 


derived from the sale of grain, 
hay and seed, was actually 18 
per cent lower when compared 
to the 1956 returns. At the same 
time, the portion derived from 
the sale of livestock and poultry 
was 46 per cent higher. Thus 
while the position of the ranch- 
er or mixed farmer has improv- 
ed, that of the straight grain 
grower has deteriorated. It is 
true that the quantity of grain 
delivered was somewhat less in 
1958 than in 1956 but prices have 
been generally lower too. All 
this is in contrast to the situation 


in Ontario where the cash in- 


come from practically all farm | 


products, grains included, was’ 
higher in 1958 than in 1956. Still 
other differences exist. in other 
provinces,

Communism is 
the chief proponent of atheism, 
operating on the colony of ants 
principle — seeing as how we 
haven’t been, and will not be, 
let's be busy while we is! !

City gets 
Safety Award 
--THE SUN, Swift Current, Sask. 

Swift Current is the only city in 
Saskatchewan with a population 
of over 10,000 to receive a special 
Citation Award from the Cana- 
dian Highway Safety Council. 

The award was annouced at the 
Council's conference held in To- 
ronto May 4, 5 and 6. It is 
awarded to cities which, by inited 
effort, completed 1958 without one 
fatal traffic accident. 

May 8 was 496th day of this city’s 
fatality free record. 

Only three other cities in Sas- 
katchewan — Estevan, North Bat- 
tleford and Yorkton. -also received 
the Citation Award. Theirs were 
for cities with populations bétween 
5,000 and 10,000. 

Swift Current's fatalit y-free 
record is attributed largely to the 
co-operation of the general public, 
Police Chief Roy Hurt said, in 
commenting on the award. 

“The general motorist is a law- 
abiding citizen who follows the 
safety rules,” the chief said. “He 
operates his motor vehicle in a 
careful mannner to protect his 
own life and property, as well as 
that of others.” 

It is the few careless drivers 
that cause most of the accidents, 
Chief Hart said. He added that the 
law is strictly applied to that type 
of driver. 

“The local news media assisted 
greatly to make citizens safety 
conscious and to promote safe 
driving,” the Chief concluded.

IMPORT BIRDS, ANIMALS 


Anybody who wants to bring aj; 
game bird or game animal into 
Manitoba that is not native to the 
province will first have to get a 
permit from the province, Hon. 
Gurney Evans, minister of mines 
and natural resources,. said recent- 
ly. . 

The new regulation, passed by 
order-in-council recently, is de- 
signed to give the game branch a 
measure of control over the im- 
portation of birds and animals 
from other countries. This control 
is necessary, Mr. Evans said, for 
two reasons, (1) public safety and | 
(2) the welfare of local wildlife. 

There are some animals that |

non-native wildlife, however, is |

He said that if these animals are 
turned loose into swamps and 
muskrat areas they will. cause 
such strong competition that the 
muskrats will be driven out.

Travel tipsters often say, 
“Nothing travels like wool or silk.” 
Don't you believe it! Some of the 
best and also some the worst tra- 
velling clothes T have owned have 
been in both these fibres. : 


It is true that no other fibre has © 
more natural resilience than wool 
for shedding wrinkies but ‘the 
type of weave has a lot to do 
which how uncrushable a wool 
fabric can be. 


Silk too is a dandy traveller in 
many cases but I'll never forget 
a pure silk shantung that had ‘te 
be pressed after every wearing. 
Packing reduced to a hopeless 
mess. 


From my own experience [ have 
found that fabrics that travel best 
are those with a pliable weave and 
a natural body or weight. This ap- 
plies whether they are silk, wool 
or any of the dozens of types of 
Canadian fabrics of man-made 
fibres. 

For example,.I think jersey or 
knitwear are the world’s test 
travellers. They have a pliable 
construction that, just won’t set ~ 
into creases like stiffer fabrics 
will. Jersey of any type has a 
weight to it, Lift a piece of jersey 
in your hand and you'll see how 
its own weight pulls it down into.
